Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed April 23, 2008. 
Claims 1-27 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction 
with other limitations in the claims, an automated banking machine including a top 
portion outside and extending above a chest portion, wherein the top portion includes a 
suspect note area for storing suspect invalid notes; and a second lock accessible within 
the top housing portion, wherein unlocking a second lock enables accessing the 
suspect note storage area. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
